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An Upland car salesman will 
be arraigned today in West 
Valley Municipal Court on a mur­ 
der charge in connection with the 
rape and slaying last May of a 
Cucamonga woman who had 
been a prospective customer 
with the car agency 
Gerrard Princeton Hite of 1103 
Fickewirth St., La Puente, ar­ 


rested by Chino police two weeks 
ago on burglary and assault 
charges, today will be formally 
charged with the slaying of Nor­ 
ma Mae Stewart, 26, of 8213 Lu- 
cite St., Cucamonga, according 
to San Bernardino County homi­ 
cide detectives. 
Mrs. Stewart was found stran­ 
gled in her Cucamonga home in 


May. Deputies said the woman 
had been raped and then 
strangled by an intruder who 
broke down the rear door of her 
home. 


Mrs. Stewart, it was learned 
by homicide investigators, had 
been a customer of Hite at the 
Upland car company. 


Authorities said Hite was 
charged earlier this month with 
burglary and attempted rape 
after he allegedly invaded the 
home of prospective customer 
Linda Larson, 26, of Chino. Hite 
allegedly obtained Mrs 
Lar­ 
son's address from records from 
the Upland car agency where he 
was employed. 


Her sc r e a m s apparently 
caused Hite to flee, foiling the 
rape attempt, police said. 


While going over records at the 
car agency, police discovered 
that Hite had tried to seU a car to 
Mrs. Stewart, and he was ar­ 
rested in connection with her 
murder, authorities said.

12 workers 
perish in 
refinery 
explosion 


CHALMETTE. La (AP) — An ex­ 
plosion ripped through a 30-stor% 
tower at the Tenneco Oil Co. refinery 
late Thursday, mashing the men and 
metal inside. Twelve persons were 
killed and 10 others Injured 
The 12th body was pulled from the 
wrecked interior • of the refining 
tower today 
Sheriff’s officers said earlier that 
another person might be missing but 
company officials said they had ac­ 
counted for all the workers in the 
area of the blast. 
A spokesman for Tenneco said the 
cause of the blast was not known 
One workman said welding was be­ 
ing done and there might have been a 
gas leak 
It was the second explosion in the 
tower within a week. An explosion 
last week caused no injuries, but 
damaged the tower. At least two 
dozen men were working in and 
around the tower Thurday night, 
repairing the damage, a spokesman 
for the St. Bernard Parish sheriff s 
office said. 
There s no way of telling what 
happened to the guys inside, 
said 
Larry Cupit, who was working in the 
area of the explosion 
It looked like 
u blew at the top and everything just 
came down inside it. 
The shock of the explosion was felt 
as iar as two miles away. There was 
no fire 
• Some of the victims were just 
blown apart,” said Dr. Hewitt Thian. 
chief of surgery at C halm ette 
General Hospital. ” it was impossi­ 
ble to identify some of them.’ 
The victims were employed by 
Tenmeco and Delta Field Erection 
Co., a subcontractor at the plant. 
The silo-like tower, or “ vessel, 
is 
used in the refining process to 
sep arate petroleum into heavy 
lubricating oil and lighter fuels 
The refinery is about 10 miles 
down the Mississippi River from the 
center of New Orleans 
The tower in which the men died is 
one of a field of similar structures 
jam m ed together and linked bv 
catwalks and pipes in a complex that 
stretches a half mile along the river 
The tower was partitioned by 200 
metal plates 18 inches apart like tht- 
floors of a hotel Men were working 
from the top to the bottom of the 
tower repairing and replacing th« 
plates when the blast occuried.

Johnny L. Spain, who is serving a 
life sentence for murder, was con 
victed of lulling two prison, guards 
and conspiring with black revolution­ 
ary George Jackson to escape 
Jackson was shot dead by a guard 
during the incident 
David Johnson and Hugo Pinell, 
who acted as his own attorney, were 
found guilty of assaulting prison 
guards during the 20-minute melee, 
San Quentin s bloodiest escape at­ 
tem pt. Pinell is serving a life 
sentence for rape. Johnson is serving 
five years to life for burglary 
Three other men, Louis Tala- 
mantez, Fleeta Drumgo and Willie 
Tate, were acquitted of all charges 
Sentencing for those convicted was 
set for Sept 30. Maximum punish­ 
ment for each would be life in prison 
‘ The Marin County auditor is still 
compiling the bill for what was the 
longest criminal trial in California 
history. It has reached $2 1 million 
and will probably increase by 
$150,000 
More than $200,000 was spent on 
reporting and transcribing 22,000 
pages of testimony.

record of an excerpt of a speech by 
Sen. Walter Mondale. Such groups as 
the American Council for World 
Freedom for the Panama Canal, the 
Young Americans for Freedom. Citi­ 
zens Committee for the Right to 
Keep and B ear Arms and the 
Republican Pro Life Impact Com­ 
mittee have been sending pamphlets 
and paperback books

In the excerpt, the Democratic vice 
presidential candidate attacks Presi­ 
dent Ford's pardon of former Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon. 


In the letter accompanying the 
record, Coors tells the delegates 
such emotional attacks would be a 
key point in the Democratic cam­ 
paign if Ford is the GOP nominee 
He said in an intervtew that he sent 
the tape to delegates to try to con­

The hospital announced that it was 
accepting no more patients until the 


i-qssa fever scare was over, and that 
no visitors to its 238 patients would 
be permitted. Patients who are dis 
charged will remain under strict 
supervision, Health Minister Frank 
Miller said 
The hospital’s 1.209 employes can 
come and go as usual, but Miller said 
two of the doctors who treated Mrs 
Kamckey are being confined to their 
homes for observation. 
Miller’s ministry wrote all Cana­ 
dian doctors asking them to report 
any patients with symptoms of the 
disease These include fever as high 
as 107 degrees sore throat, muscle 
aches and inflammation of the brain, 
heart, kidneys and liver. 
There have been 115 cases of the 
disease reported since it was first 
diagnosed. Five suspected cases 
were reported recently in Britain, 
but health officials said four were 
cleared after tests and the fifth 
recovered.

Potentially dangerous 
fire in A.L. foothills 
brought under control 


FOOTHILL BRUSH FIRE 


Two members of a U.S. Forest Service hotshot 
crew move in on a section of a 75 acre brush 
fire that broke out in the Upland-Alta Loma 
foothills Thursday that threatened numerous 


new homes in the area. More than 150 men 
from the U.S. and State Forestry service 
brought the blaze under control In five hours. 
The cause of the fire has not been determined. 


A potentially dangerous brush fire roared through 
mqre than 75 acres of tinder dry brush, threatening 
numerous new homes and foothill forest areas 
Thursday afternoon north of 19th Street between 
Campus and Sapphire Avenues in Alta Loma. 
The fire termed a “major potential fire“ by the 
California Division of Forestry and the U .S. Y orest 
•Service began about 1:10 p.m. ^ 
grove at the end of 22nd Street in Upland The fire 
quickly spread northeastward towards the 
and several new expensive home tracts in Alta 


^California Division of Forestry officials reported 
that 13 of their engine companies, five air tankers, 
two bulldozers, and 11 U.S. Forest Service engine 
companies with three helicopters were pressed into 
service to bring the bla2e under control. 


At the height of the fire more than 150 men man­ 
ned the fire lines, attempting to prevent the fire 
from jumping the Cucamonga Wash near Pearl 
Avenue and Turquoise Street in Alta Loma. 
Dozens of homeowners in the C and L Ranch 


homes scrambled to their rooftops to wet down 
shake shingles threatened by firebrands Heavy 
smoke and hot gusts of wind swirled up from the 
Cucamonga wash, blinding firefighters. 
As forestry crews waged battle with the 
spreading flames Upland Fire Department and 
Foothill Fire District personnel stood by their 
engines protecting numerous homes lying in the 
path of the blaze on the north and east side of the 
Cucamonga Wash. West End sheriff s deputies and 
Upland police assisted by the California Highway 
Patrol worked traffic control allowing only 
emergency vehicles into the burned area. 
According to Kevin Eggleston of the CDF the fire 
was particularly difficult to contain because the 
brush lying in the path of the flames stood nearly 10 
feet high in spots and had not been burned for years. 
Hotshot crews lit a number of backfires on the 
Upland side of blaze to bum off some heavy brush 
to prevent future fires. 
Eggleston said the cause of the fire had not yet 
been determined The fire Thursday was finally 
brought under complete control about 6 p m.

State and local governments have also initiated 
programs to aid older persons, perhaps th** most 
important of which are property tax relief laws 
enacted by more than 40 states. 
These and other advances have enabled more pf 
the current generation of older Americans 
though, of course, not all of them — to conserve 
their assets, remain homeowners and maintain 
financial independence.

mona a ty ( ouneil At least be seems 
to reason along the same lines as 
that Mr Silver 
If the statement quoted is correct, 
the Alhambra police are going to 
begin to harass and intimídale the 
citizen* of that town As Mr. Silver 
says, “ the people are about to ex­ 
ponent** tlie impact of this prob 
k»m “ Just to be safe, any local 
citizen who happens* to be near a 


policeman might step aside, smile, 
bow and speak only if spoken to 
Mr. Silver's warning, “ don t drive 
through Alhambra ’, must apply to 
out-of-town people as well as local 
citizens Although out-of-towners can 
do nothing to appease his police s 
wrath with their subjects According 
to Mr Silver, this harassment and 
intimidation of Alhambra citizens by 
his police will begin immediately, 
unless his contract demands are met 
forthwith 
I don t know Mr Silver's back­ 
ground. or where he learned his 
methods I wonder if he might be 
from New York, Chicago or Detroit. 
There are people in those cities who 
operate protection businesses in the 
same way his police are about to do. 
As I stated in the beginning. I am 
apprehensive because the police of 
Alhambra have become confused as 
to who they serve, and if Mr. Silver 
can convince the employes of one 
city to abuse the authority granted to 
them by its citizens, I fear he could. 


and perhaps already has, exerted the 
same power over the servants of 
other cities with whom he has 
worked 
I agree with Mr. Silver, “ if the 
people are upset by this experience 
they will want things returned to the 
status quo". I believe the mayor and 
city council of A lham bra, and 
perhaps Pomona, should immediate­ 
ly appoint a Citizen Police Review 
Board to control police abuse until 
such time as we can do away with 
petty bickering, expensive, political 
city police, and contract with the 
sheriff’s Department for real profes­ 
sional police service.

Voters in November will be asked to approve the 
issuance of $280 million in bonds, primarily for the 
acquisition of coastal recreational areas to be 
included into the State Park System The ballot 
measure is the result of legislation authored b\ 
Senator John Nejedly 
If you are wondering why. with an $800 million 
budget surplus, the citizens should be asked to incur 
a debt for this purpose instead of using the money at 
hand, there are several good answers. 
The first is that somehow the anticipated surplus 
seems to have vanished into thin air. Apparently 
the estimates of revenues were overly optimistic. 
At least State Finance Director Roy Bell had warn­ 
ed the soions against usurping the surpluses tor new 
programs He now says there may not be any sur­ 
plus even without new appropriations 
In anv event Nejedly, whose concern for the 
parks stems from his duties as chairman of the Na­ 
tural Resources and Wildlife Committee had felt 
the pulse of the Legislature and concluded there 
would be no money for expansion of the park sys­ 
tem regardless of how much there might be in sur- 


^ He noted that while California s population 
doubled in the past two decades, the use of the state 
parks, beaches and recreational areas had multi­ 
plied ten times without any substantial additions to 
the system.

Whatever faults Earl Warren may have had. a» 
governor he was strong on park development 
Under his administration there were many major 
acquisitions of both beaches and parks by the state 
as well as development of the properties for re- 
(n*<i t ion<i 1 u so 
This was all done with direct appropriations In 
fact there were no park bond issues until 1964 ami 
that was only for $60 million and was chiefly tor 
improvements. A similar bond issue was voted in 
1970 and a third, that for $250 million in 1974. Nejed 
ly’s will be the first to provide for new purchases. 
Shortages of funds might explain the lapse in park 
acquisitions and development which transpired. 
The truth is that until Nejedly cam e along the le 
gislators hadn t shown much interest For. even 
without funds, bonds could have been issued thim as 
well as now and the property would have been 
somewhat cheaper. 
Not only was interest lacking but Gov. Ronald 
Reagan hit upon the idea of shifting the burden oi 
parks to local government and not only allocated 
money to them to purchase land but transierred 
some of the existing parks to them. It wouki have 
been more understandable had he proposed dealing 
some of the parks to others. For example, the Will 
Rogers State Park, which exists more as a monu­ 
ment to the film industry than a recreational area, 
might have been given to the motion picture people 
for preservation The missions established by ka 
ther Junipero Serra now preserved as state park» 
could have been turned back to the Catholic ( lurch 
which has maintained all the others, most as opera­ 
tional places of worship. 
Those* of course are “what might have beens 
Reality is that unless the bonds are voted the pro* 
bability is that things will continue to drift until it i* 
too late or the costs will be far more than they no*

In fact, rapidly-growing Don An­ 
tonio Lugo High will compete on the 
varsity level in five sports during the 
1977-78 school year, although the 
school w ill not have its first 
graduating class until 1980. 
»During the coming schoolyear, 
lion Lugo is expected to have an 
enrollment of 950-1,000 students, all 
of them ninth graders. Don Lugo will 
field football, basketball and 
baseball team s which will be 
scheduled as Chino High freshman 
squads 
Don Lugo s wrestling and 
track teams will schedule meets on a 
free lance basis, as they have in the 
past. 
Half of this year’s Don Lugo stu­ 
dent body will attend Chino High for 
the 1977-78 schoolyear while the 
other half will remain as Don Lugo s 
first sophomore class. With a 
projected enrollm ent of 1.200 
freshmen and sophomores at that 
time, Don Lugo will compete in the 
five sports as a free lance 1-A varsity 
team. 
In 1978-79, Don Lugo will have its 
first junior class and an enrollment 
projected at 1.500-1.800 At that time, 
according to athletic director Jerry

-Pete Dangermond Jr ., 
director of the Riverside 
County Parks D epart­ 
ment, announced today. 
Recreation at the lake 
and in the surrounding 
park will be operated by 
the Parks Department on a 
25-year lease from MWD. 
He said activities open 
Immediately to the public 
will include fishing, boat­ 
ing. sailing, picnicking and 
swimming in an area 
separate from the lake, 
future activities will in­ 
clude camping and an 
equestrian center. 


“ We felt that changes 
were necessary,” explain­ 
ed Richard Davidson, re­ 
gional wildlife manage­ 
ment supervisor in Long 
Beach. “ In past years 
hunters on the Wister unit 
of the IWA have been plag­ 
ued by intrusions into their 
shooting areas by other 
hunters, and by dike-walk- 
ers. Too many people were 
often concentrated in some 
portions of the area and too 
few in others. 
“ Better space allocation 
is our answer. Under the 
new setup, hunter effort 
will be distributed more 
equitably over the entire 
area and each hunting par­ 
ty will have more privacy 
yet plenty of room to move 
around within its hunting 
location,” he said. 
A more systematic ap­ 
proach to the issuance of 
permits and the handling of 
non-reservation 
(first- 
come first-served) hunt­ 
ing applicants will also 
make for a better hunting 
experience, Davidson pre­ 
dicted. 


Here is a review of the 
major changes to go into 
effect at the Wister unit 
this fall: 
—All fields at Wister will 
continue to be designated 
by numbers and letters of 
the alphabet, but this year 
each field will also be di­ 
vided into individual hunt­ 
ing areas designated by 
numbers. A large map at 
the check station will show 
the location of parking lots 


and the related hunting lo­ 
cations. 
—The hunter will select 
his shooting site by parking 
his vehicle in a space 
marked with the same 
field and hunting location 
number. Only hunters who 
are using a specific loca­ 
tion may park in that des­ 
ignated space. 
—The hunter and his par­ 
ty may hunt anywhere 
within a 100-yard radius of 
the stake designating that 
site, but they will have it 
exclusively to themselves. 
—If a hunter and his par­ 
ty wish to move to a differ­ 
ent location, they may do 
so by moving their ve­ 
hicles into any vacant 
parking space. They may 
then hunt only at the site 
designated by the mark­ 
ings on that parking space. 


—Reservation 
holders 
present at the check sta­ 
tion, which opens at 3 a.m. 
on shooting days, will be 
sold permits in the numer­ 
ical order stamped on their 
reservation forms. 
—Hunters not holding a 
reservation will form a 
first-come first-served line 
as before but will have to 
meet stricter require­ 
ments to hold their place in 
line. 
These rule changes were 
made after DFG meetings 
with sportsmen’s groups 
and other concerned peo­ 
ple earlier this year in the 
Imperial Valley, San Diego 
and Pomona.

Music People

ST. LOUIS (KFS) — The outer limits fascinate George 
Clinton, as anyone who’s seen him emerging — in silver 
hot pants — from his spaceship on Parliam ent’s 
“ Mothership Connection’’ album can tell 
The 34-year-old writer/producer/leader of the space 
funk soul band, Parliament-Funkadelic, believes in the 
“ Mtfthership” concept. “ It controls everything, ' he said. 
“ Not only this world . . . the infinite. I’m convinced that 
people came from other planets and gave us the 
knowledge, the pyramids and all the other weird 
phenomena ” When his car was hit with a “ light . . . 
splattering like electricity’’ outside of Toronto last year, 
it did nothing to change his mind 
Clinton and his 10-piece band of Afronauts are getting 
out the word on the Mothership. Their album is high on 
the charts and headed for platinum (one million sales», 
and their single, “ Tear the Hoof Off the Sucker (Give I p 
the Funk),“ is nestled in the Top Twenty 
But it's their music not the message that s selling most 
of the records. As Clinton admitted about the silly bits of 
funk philosophy he weaves through the LP: 
We took the 
heaviness out of being profound. You cannot make sense 
and still be funky.” 
About the music: Clinton's radio-like raps spill over 
into repetitive chants (“ We want the funk give up the 
funk” ) while a spacey keyboard instrument phases 
between brass and synthesizer. Bass and drums, mean­ 
time, pound out earthy bump rhythms. 
Clinton defined funk as “ a mood, a chant, just like in the 
jungle.” Sly Stone and Jimi Hendrix, he feels, came close 
to realizing a funk mystique, but it “ was the Beatles who 
mastered it. I don t think you’re born with it or learn it. 
You just get in that vibe and sail with it 
George has been riding the funk wave ever since he 
started the original Parliament in 1955, in Newark. N.J. 
“ I was into the whole ‘Blackboard Jungle' trip.” he 
smirked In betw’een gang fights, he and his funk punk 
pals would practice their doo waps on street comers, 
eventually leaving their switchblades for microphones. 
They signed with ABC-Paramount Records, but with no 
hits shuffled from label to label before scoring with the 
minor hit “ Testifv” on Revla Records in 1966. When the 
label folded in 196«. they briefly lost control of the Parlia­ 
ment name. 
‘MAGGOT BRAINS’ 
And so Funkadelic was bom Funkadelic became an 
edgy, guitar-dominated band in which Clinton cut his 
teeth on conceptual funk Funkadelic called its audience 
“ maggot brains” and sang about America eating its 
voung. 
Clinton had obviously gone too far to turn back When 
Parliament got back its name and landed a deal with 
Casablanca Records in 1974. he kept Funkadelic on West­ 
bound. its label at the time — even though the groups con­ 
sist of the same members. But the saner Parliament 
began to take on Funkadelic trappings, exploring 
bondage-funk and the idea of “ Chocolate City.” a nation 
of all-black urban centers where the government is made 
up of black entertainers and the White House is painted 
brown. 
To this day. Parliament and Funkadelic are technically 
separate entities, with George overseeing production and 
material for both (Funkadelic recently moved over to 
Warner Bros. Records). Next on tap tor Parliament is a 
funk optra. 
Why this duality — is Clinton schizophrenic'’ 
“ Definitely There’s more than two I know of 13 dif­ 
ferent parts of George Clinton — relaxed, speedy, up-and- 
at-em, doped, dimwit, aggressive, sneaky, sexy. I can get 
into it all.” 
SPLIT SHOW TIME 
The Parliament-Funkadelic show at St 
l^cuis Kefl 
Auditorium was definitely an exercise in duality, the set 
equallv divided between the two groups' material. 
“ That's the hardest thing-lo do head-wise cause it s an 
instant mental thing.” Clinton explained. 
The Parlia­ 
ment stuff is energy, but it’s energy like rhythms, 
melodies and horn lines, where Funkadelic is more 
raucous with guitars. 
The show ebbed and flowed The harsher Funkadelic 
material seemed to leave the crowd contused, but the 
more familiar Funkadelic songs had the crowd chanting 
the rhythmu commercial, “ Make my funk the Pfunk (the 
“ P” stands for “ pure” ), I want to get funked up ” 
A fterw a rd s Clinton, the “ Maggu^ Overlord” himself, 
said, “ I like to get into all the extremes A lot of people 
fear certain emotions or the taboos we fool around with 
We try and scare the stuffings out of the audiences 
sometimes. We re taking our chances, but they won t 
torget us.”

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largest bulbs often give 2 
or 3 spikes, quite a show 
from such a compact plant. 
My favorite is white with 
fine red dots, called Pico- 
tee type. Other popular 
colors are pink, dark red. 
orange, pure white with 
green throat, and a candy- 
cane mixture of red striped 
cm white. For years I have 
worked with amaryllis, 
breeding hybrids especial­ 
ly adapted to my indoor 
gardens. Commercially 
available amaryllis are 
excellent, but I enjoy crea­ 
ting my own strains. Seed­ 
lings flower in 3 to 4 years, 
grow well in a sunny win­ 
dow or under fluorescent 
lamps. 
Those wild species I’ve 
studied in their tropical 
South American habitats 
are always in loose hum- 
us-rich soil, often with 
very sharp drainage or 
re s tric te d root runs. 
Following this hint from 
nature 1 pot amaryllis with 
a fluffy humus or peat-lite 
mix, in a relatively small 
pot, allowing no more than 
1 inch between the bulb and 
pot wall. Leave 1/3 to 1/2 
of the bulb top out of the 
soil, preserve all live roots 
that come with the bulb. 
Heavy clay pots are less 
likely to crack or topple 
than plastic. The % size 
azalea pots are even more 
stable and perfectly deep 
enough for amaryllis. 
Flowers Inside 
As a true bulb the 
amaryllis must grow sev 
eral leaves for each spike 
of blowers. The bulbs you 
buy from dealers are 
grown to perfection so that 
during the previous season 
immature flowers are 
formed inside, ready to 
grow when ydu plant the 
bulb. With reasonable care 
you are sure to have I 
flowers in the first year. In 
order to repeat the suc­ 
cess in years to come you 
must encourage foliage to 
grow a f te r the bulb 
blooms. Never cut back 
amaryllis leaves until they 
start to fade naturally, at 
the end of a growing sea­ 
son. 
If the old spike stays 
plump it means that one or 
more seed pods are form 
ing. If you want seed let 
the pods develop. How­ 
ever on small or newly 
planted bulbs I would cut 
Off the spike to preserve 
the bulbs strength 
Let 
seed form only on estab­ 
lished mature bulb* 
Maintain the soil evenly 
moist, put the plant in a 
bright window, loosely tie 
the long strap-shaped 
leaves with plant ties and a 
bamboo stake. Each leaf is 
precious. Once night* stay j 
above 55 degrees put the | 
amaryllis outside until late 
summer, 
A reliable way to supply 
fertilizer during the sum­ 
mer growing period is with 
a slow release formual 
such as Ortho 5-105 Pot 
and Planter food. The 
tertilizer granules release 
nutrients over a period of 4 
to 6 months, every Urw 
water is applied There is | 
no chance of over-fertili­ 
zing when you follow 
application directions. I 
use a scant 12 teaspoon in 
4 to 5 inch pots, up to a 
heaping teaspoon in 8 to 10 
inch pots with several 
bulbs. Amaryllis seedlings 
also greatly benefit from 
continuously available nut­ 
rients supplied by slow rel­ 
ease fertilizer 
Resting 
With a steady supply of 
required foods amaryllis 
make sturdy leaves and 
store energy for future 


flowering. Big hybrid 
amaryllis are deciduous so 
it’s natural for them to 
loose foliage after a sum­ 
mer of growing. (Only spe­ 
cies A. Striata remains 
evergreen, although it too 
will slow growth for sev­ 
eral months ) In the early 
fall when leaves start to 
die, gradually withold 
water. Let the bulbs rest in 
their pots for 2 or 3 
months, with only enough 
moisture to stop bulbs 
from shrinking. The more 
live roots you preserve the 
better flowers will last on 
the next blooming. 
Begin the growth cycle 
again by moving the bulbs 
to a bright warm place and
